JOHN HAY, DIPLOMAT. 


(Florence Scott.) 


Since the foundation of our govern- 


ment, the United States has been re- 
markably successful in diplomacy. At 
the close of the war of 1812, the United 
States had.to deal with skilled Eng- 
lish diplomats, 
but the treaty which 


was finally drawn up, gave Eingland 
no advantage whatever. At this time, 
too, 
a permanent boundary line be- 


tween the United States and Canada 
was established. While there were dis- 
cussions later regarding the north- 
east and the northwest boundaries, the 
lino settled upon at the close of this 
war was never questioned. William H. 
Seward managed the Trent affair in 
such a way as to avoid a war with 
England. Seward also negotiated the 
puichase of Alaska, which, with the 
Louisiana territory 
purchased under 


Jefferson, has been of the utmost im- 
portance to the United States. 


Though our 
representatives havd 


won when contesting with the diplo- 
matists of other countries, they them- 
selves have not been trained diplomats. 
Often their success has been due more

When Mr. Hay was 
recalled 
to 


Amer'ca to become secretary of state, 
he had been ambassador to England 
for nearly two years. 
He 
had- made 


a most favorable impression upon the 
critical court of St. James, having 
performed his duties not only well but 
gracefully—a thing of importance in a 
country whose executive agents are 
always as wellbred and courteous as 
they are skilled. He had brought about 
a very kindly feeling between England 
and America, undoubtedly accomplish- 
ing more in this regard than any oth- 
er American envoy had done. He en- 
tered upon his duties as secretary of 
%tute at a very critical period. A trea- 
Ly of peace had to be drawn up with 
Spain for the war was over; closely 
"ollowing this came the E-oxer outbreak 
n China and the many clashes 
with 


the powers at its close. 


Secretary Hay's conduct through- 


out the affairs in China was chaiacter- 
7.ed by common sense and a persist- 
ant struggle for the right. After the 
Boxer uprising, the powers 
planned 


:o do what they had so long wished— 
:o divide China among themselves. To 


. 
, 
, pre- 
sentatives from the nations assembled 
at the palace of the Dutch royal fam- 
ily, and the work of the conference be- 
gan. 
The work 
was first divided 


among three committees. To the first 
was referred the limitation of arma- 
ments. 
This committee was of much 


importance, for, although to the third 
committee was given the task of allevi- 
ating the horrors of war, to this was' 
given the equally grand task of allevi- 
ating the burdens of peace. 
To the 


second were referred the principles of 
the Geneva convention regarding- innr- 
atime warfare. To the third committee 
were referred all propositions concern- 
ing good offices, 
mediation, 
intei na- 


tional commissions of inquiry mid -tr- 
bitration. The third 
committee was 


the most important because the work 
or the first and second 
was merely 


technical,- and might have been accom 
plished by any meeting of experts such 
as the Geneva convention, while the 
work of the third was • diplomatic in 
character, touching directly the sov- 
ereignty of states. 


The first work of this committee 


was to choose a committee of exam- 
ination to which, nil propositions were 
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make the United States agree to their 
plan, they offered her some territory 
tlso. But Secretary Hay refused 
to 


, . 
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to be tirst refeuhsd. The most import- 
ant declarations of the conference were 
made at the meetings of this committee 
The declaration concerning the Mon- 
roe doctrine is of most interest 
to 


Americans. It was to the effect that 
nothing contained in the convention 
for the establishment of a permanent 
court of arbitration should make it 
the duty of the, United States to in- 
trude in or become entangled with Eu- 
ropean political questions or to relin- 
quish the traditional attitude of our 
nation toward purely American ques- 
tions. 
This declaration meant much 


to Americans, for never until that day 
had the Monroe doctrine been officially 
presented to the representatives of all 
the great powers. 


Much attention was given by 
the 


third committee to the plans for inter- 
national commissions of inquiry. The 
functions of these commissions were 
limited to the ascertainment of facts 
and it was through that these might, 
by giving time for passions to subside 
and by substituting truths for rumors, 
proven useful in settling international 
disputes. 


But the most important subject con- 


sidered by the third committee was the 
plan for a 
permanent court of arbi- 


tration. Russia, America, and Great 
Britain submitted plans. The plan sub- 
mitted by Lord Pauncefote was ac- 
cepted as a basis and the most import- 
ant features of the American and Rus- 
sian plans incorporated in the final 
report of the committee. 


The court of arbitration was to be 


formed by each signatory power choos- 
ing as arbitrators not more than four 
persons of recognized competence in 
questions of international law and of 
the highest moral reputation. 
This 


tatprs were watching with the greatest 
enthusiasm the contests In which wcr« 
the best representatives physically of 
the Greek race. The events contested 
for were In running, wrestling, throw- 
Ing the discus and Kpoar, and boxing, 
The winner of each event received a 
wreath of olive leaves dearer to him 
than gold; for to his community and to 
himself it meant honor everlasting 


Perhaps it is difficult to understand 


the Interest that those games aroused 
In the people. 
But, imagine yourself 


witnessing the greatest national event 
of the time, and seeing: the bravery at 
the contestants, their marvelous agil- 
ity, their admirable poses, their daring 
their rivalry, their Invincible courage 
and, greatest of all, their unceasing 
efforts for victory. The spectacle will 
have yet greater interest if you con- 
sider the far-reaching effect of these 
games, not only on Greek life itself 
but on the life of the world. 


The games had much to do toward 


improving the morals of the people. 
The fact that both contestants and 
judges had to prove that they were 
stainless in moral 
character had a 


great influence in this direction, as 
they were looked up to with the great- 
est respect and reverence. 
Especially 


was this good influence felt among 
the boys, tor their greatest ambition 
was to become 
competitors in the 


games, and in order to be competitors 
they knew that their lives must be 
perfected morally. 


These games promoted peaceful re- 


lations not only among the many Greek 
states but also with -other countries. 
A truce, considered 
sacred 
by the 


Greeks, \vas established. It command- 
ed cessation of hostjUties 
and gave 


safe conduct to all who visited the 
games, even if they were, enemies of 
the Greeks. This is tflie. first instance 
of effective international laV, and thus 
the germs of this strong '.feeling for 
international peace- '• and•"arbitration, 
which the nations" of today possess, 
originated.in the Olympian games. 


"While the games promoted a feeling 


of tranquility in 'Greece they also pre- 
pared the Greeks for 
any \var that 


might occur.- Young men, and older 
ones too, made' such great efforts to 
improve 
themselves 
physically for 


these games that it was readily seen 
that the Greek race as a whole was 
receiving the benefit of this improve- 
ment. In" fact, about the year 250 B. 
C. when the games had reached their 
nighest perfection, the Greek race was 
the mostly nearly perfect in'the world. 


The games in developing the body 


established the 
desire 
to reproduce, 


principally i|< marble but also in paint- 
ings, the forms of the most perfect phy- 
sical specimens. So 
noted 
are fhe 


statues and paintings 'of that time 
that they have been copied from the 
originals and are studied at the pres- 
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W 


ake part in 
such distribution, and 


lone of all the representatives of^the 
cowers did not wish to ruin China, 
Vhen her messages were disregarded 
he rnite.l States withdrew her troops 
o emphasize the stand she had taken. 


For the settlement of the indemnity, 


Ir. Hay proposed a plan radically dif- 
orent from that of any of the Bu- 
opoan nations. Instead of letting each 
ountry submit a, statement 
of 
the 


rnnunt she felt herself entitled to and 
hen consider China's ability to pay, 


wished first to consider the ability 


f China to settle, decide upon a lump 
mi and then determine the share of 
<ich power. Rather to the surprise of 
lany. Germany was the first con- 


vert to this plan. All through this af- 
fair, Mr. Hay's services were not only 
to his country but to the cause of 
fieerlom and humanity as well. 


In Secretary Hay's work regarding 


the open door in China, we see the 
same wisdom and prudence. 
When 


some of thepowers wanted to keep oth- 
er nations from trading in the ports 
they possessed in China, Hay insist. 
orl upon the right of all countries to 
trade there. 
He required written as- 


surances from the poweis that they 
would keep those ports open to the 
( ornmerce nf the world. Russia espec- 
ially trier] to evcirle a direct statement, 
but finally gave the desired promise.

Hay's diplomacy is seen in the draw-

A new meaning has been given 
to 


:he Monroe doctrine by Mr. Hay's ac- 
ion in the lecent dispute in Venezuela. 
Ho has hold that no European coun- 
ry can take issue upon any question 
vhich might result in her securing 
American 
teiritory. 
England 
and 


Jprmany were not openly trying to 
f i x e any Venezuelan territory, 
they 


i'pre only demanding indemnity and 
ttempting to secure it by force. .But 
hey threatened to take possession of 
oine 'land if they 
did not get the 


money; so See. 
Hay 
diplomatically 


used tho Monroe doctrine in keeping' 
them at a safe distance. His temporaly 
settlement of the Alaskan boundary 
dispute is one o£ his lesser deeds, of 
which there are many,—but we nrt 
more interested in the 
f,ir-rea( hing 


effects of his international policy. 


Mr. Hay's success rests in groat 


measure upon his character. It is true 
he has had the best of training having 
been in the service of the government 
more or less ever sinre ho was assist- 
ant private secretary to Lincoln. Sec- 
retary Hay in public as ^rll as in pri- 
vate lifo, is eminently fair and just. In 
his o f f i c i a l capacity lie has never done 
anything that he would not have done 


n ordinary business transaction. Ho 


by each party appointing two arbitra- 
tors and these should together choose 
an umpire. If a sovereign or head of 
state was chosen he was to determine 
all arbitral procedure. 


For some time it appeared that The 


Hague tribunal thus established was 
to be ignored; but when the Venezuelan 
complications regarding the preferen- 
tial treatment of Germany, Italy, and 
Great Britain were brought 
before 


Pjosident Roosevelt for settlement, he 
drew the attention of the world to the 
fact that there was a place for the 
settlement of such disputes and 10- 
ferred the matter to The Hague tri- 
bunal. The wisdom of this step 
is 


acknowledged by all. America may well 
be proud of the fact that she has taken 
the first step toward the realization 
of the ideal of the conference, the 
maintenance of the peace of the world. 


It is asked, what will it mean to tho 


world if The Hague tribunal is a suc- 
cess? Some have said it will mean an 
end to diplomacy, but this is not true. 
l'"or will there not be greater need 
than ever of all the shrewdness and 
power of expression that characterizes 
a 
successful 
diplomat. 
The 
best 


learning and eloquence will be sought 
to vindicate the cause of a country 
before the judgment seat of a tribunal 
representing in the highest degree in- 
ternational justice. 
But the highest 


meaning to the world will be its power 
as an agency for saving human lives. 


Now only the favor and recognition 


of the public are needed to make The 
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ent time by students 
of art In all 


schools and colleges. Greek art glori- 
fies the perfection of tho body, and 
it also reveals complete control of the 
body by the mind. The Greeks did their

This 
modern revival will surely be a pot- 
ent factor in securing universal peace. 
Wars break out because nations mis- 
understand each olfier. We shall' not 
have peace until the prejudices which 
now separate the different races shall 
have been outlived. To attain this end 
what better means have we than to 
bring the youth of all countries to- 
gether every four years for amicable 
trials of muscular strength and agil- 
ity? Truly we must welcome the re- 
vival of international sport under the 
name of those trials of skill anrl pow- 
er that inspired J:he Greek people with 
their passionate love of perfection— a 
perfection revealed in their harmon- 
ious development of body and mind. 
anrl in the immortal beauty of their 
ait.

It is divided by the Morava 
river into two equal purls. It is dom- 
inated on the south by th,» Kopaonik 
mountains', which are 7,000 feet high.
